TO TEST MATERIALS. 


Distinguishing Pure Linen 
Counterfeit Is Easy. 

Of the goods sold as “all wool” there 
is not one-tenth that is genuine. Gen- 
erally the main component is cotton. 

The test for this is simple. All that 
js necessary is to pull out a few 
threads and apply a lighted match. 
Cotton will go off in a blaze; wool will 
shrivel up. 

To distinguish pure Hnen from coun- 
terfeit is even easier. The intended 
buyer need but wet her finger and ap- 
ply it to the goods, If they are pure 
linen, the maistuge will puss straight 
through; the spoi touched will be sonk- 
ed at once, and almost immediately 
one side will be as wet as the other. 

Frauds are more numerous in silk 
than In any other fabric, but here also 
the material of adulteration 1s cotton. 
Its presence can readily be discovered, 
Draw a few threads out. The pleces of 
cotton will snap off short when pulled, 
while the silk will stretch and permit 
a considerable pull before breaking. 

The boasted silk of our grandmothers 
that “stood by itself” 1s not necessarily

| the best. Modern ingenuity has devised 


means of giving the poorest article the 
body requisite for this purpose. 

Shellac and other sticky substances 
mixed through the fabric will produce 
as stiff a silk as ever graced the ward- 
robe of our ancestors. Such stuff is 
quite worthless, however, as it quickly 
rots.

IN AFRICAN FORESTS.

Tales of Their Gloomy Darkness and! thoughtfully, “I’ve been 


Silence Denied by Modern Writers. 


The travelers who first penetrated | 
the vast equatorial forest of Africa 
fixed the world’s attention with word | 
pictures that are now believed to bo 
artly fantastic. Some of them told 
ow they wandered months without 


‘seeing the sun, They lived at noon-

day in semi-darkness. The under- 
growth almost prevented progress, no 
fresh breezes could penetrate the area 
of gloom, and even the animals were 
silent, like every other phase of na- 
ture existing there. 

To-day writers seem to take an en- 
tirely different view of the tropical 
forest, so that one is forced to the con- 
clusion thnt either the old-time writ- 
ers or else those of modern days re- 
gard the public as ai collection of 
stupids ready to swallow anything so 
leng as it is thrilling or unusual. 
Maurice Delafosse, one of the leading 
colonial officials of France, contra- 
dicts many statements of earlier trav- 
elers. He says that nowhere has he 
found the African forest darker than 
any other dense woodland. The vege- 
tation in it is certainly more luxuriant 
and more crowded together than in a 
European forest, but it is an exaggera- 
tion to say they are covered with im- 
penetrable vegetation. Wherever the 
natives live, well worn footpaths lead 
in all directions. Traveling is hard 
on some of them, bnt many of the 

aths are very useful highways. De- 
afosse had none of the experience of 
travelers who assert that their gar- 
ments have practically been stripped 
off them by the dense and thorny 
undergrowth. He lived for months 
in forest without greater damage to 
his clothing than in any other parts 
ot Africa, except that when traveling 
rapidly on a hunting path his sleeves 
have become unduly worn at the el- 
bows, 

As for darkness in the forests, he 
often took his compass bearings with- 
out artificial licht when pitehing 
camp at nichtfoll, The forest traveler 
has this advantage, that he is always 
in shadow, and on the hottest days 
he can pursve his journey the whole 
afternoon, which would be impossible 
in the open country. 

As for the reputed feeling of dis- 
comfort and oppression in the denths 
of the forest, this is partly true, When 
there is no stir in the atmosphere it is 
more difficult to} breathe in the forest 
than in the open, and as there is less 
chance for evaporation the diseomfort 
of excessive perspiration is manifest. 

It must be remembered, however, 
that if under sueh atmospheric con- 
ditions a man breathes more ensily 
in the onen land he is at the same 
time much hotter and so far more un- 
comfortable, When «a breeae stirs 
anywhere it nonegptes the woods alec 
with refreshing e fect, 

Delafosse records that he has had 
few such delightful experieners in 
Afrien as on his morning walks in the 
depths of the forest. He has never 
feund forest travel as uncomfortable 


as marching over the savannahs 
where the hich erass is above his 
head, It is then that a man without 


fir, horizon or shade feels as though 
he would melt. 

There are plenty of sends in the 
forest to attract attention also, and 
they help to keen ennui at a distance. 
Something is going on all the time, 

In addition to the ceaseless mur- 
mur of the streams there are the hum- 
ming of insects, the song of birda, the 
chatter of the monkeys, their gymnas- 
tie feats from branch to branch, the 
occasional falling of dead branches 
and tree trunks, and at night time 
the wonderful hormonies and discords 
of animate and inanimate life that 
awaken when darkness comes and 
sleep again at sunrise, 

March Throuch Fire. 

Six thousand Hindus and a select 
few English officials have recently 
witnessed in the neighborhood of Ma- 
dras a remarkable religious ceremony, 
the principal actors being Solvrastas, 
a sect of Brahmins, 

The festival was ealled ‘the march 
through fire,” and it is appropriately 
enough named, The proceedings were 
in honor of Brahma and Vishnu, the 
gods of water and fire, 


Preparations for the ceremony had |' 


been going on for a month, says The 
Lendon Globe, A treneh 28 feet long 
and 19 feet deep was dug, and in it 
a fire was kindled. At sunrise 40 
fanatics, who were to demonstrate 
their asbestos nature, slowly march- 
el around the furnaee bearing the 
curious idols. The Solvrastas were 
clothed in yellow tunies, and without 
hesitation entered the fire trench sing- 
ing a hymn, the refrain of which was 
“Govinda! Govinda!” 

After walking sround this artificial 
Gehenna three times they emerged 
apparently none the worse for their 
experience, and have established an 
unassailable claim for sanetity among 
their people,

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FREAKS OF DREAMS, 


Melancholy People Often Have Very 
Happy Nights. 


Dr. T. 8. Clouston, superintendent 

hysician to the Royal Asylum, Edin- 

urgh, Scotland, and a well-known 
authority on mental diseases, has giv: 
e1 some interesting news on the sub- 
ject of dreams. 

“The modern opinion about dream- 
ing.” said Dr. Clouston, “is that a 
long series of events do not take place 
instantancously, as used to 
thought. Dreams may go on all night. 
It may be assumed that dream sleep 
is not a sound sleep. 

“A very curious thing is that many 
melancholy people, whose whole con- 
scious life is one of misery, dream 
beautiful and happy dreams. They 
will tell you in the morning that that 
was their only pleasant time of the 24 
hours, and they wish they could sleep 
always, for then they would be happy. 

“The doctors now, as a rule, think 
it is a good sign when melancholy 
people have cheerful dreams. The 
physiological view of dreaming now 
may be said to be the opening out of 
a partial consciousness of the things 
that have been heard and thought 
about, and seen by the brain pre- 
viously. No new thought was ever 
created in a dream, and it is very 
doubtful whether the solytion of any 
new problem was ever effected in a 
dream.” 

It is well known the dream events 
ean occur with startling rapidity. The 
difficulty is to fix ‘the duration of 
time. Lord Holland is stated to have 
fallen asleep while listening to the 
reading of a book, and to have had a 
long dream between the beginning 
and end of a sentence. 

In Mr. Baring-Gould’s “Curious 
Myths of the Middle Ages,” reference 
is made to a dream in which, during 
the striking of the hour on a clock, 
the dreamer saw the whole of the 
feand army pass in review before Na- 
poleon. Horse, foot and artillery pass- 
ed slowly, in an apparently intermin- 
able line, each unit saluting as it 
passed. Yet all passed in a moment. 
of time. 

The rapidity of dream action has 
suggested to some psychologists the 
theory that dreams are always experi- 
enced during the moment of passing 
from sleep to wakefulness.

But the records prove conclusive- 
ly that Sir Moses Montefiore and Ad- 
miral Provo Wallis lived into their 
second century; that M. Conerbe, a 
French farmer, survived his 112th 
birthday; that M. Soule, another 
Frenchman, died at 115; that a Rou- 
manian, one Paseal Vicarn, lived 126 
years, and that an Armenian nun en- 
tered a convent at Jerusalem at 17, 
and never passed its threshoid to 
the day of her death, ninety-eight 
years later.--Westininster Gazette.
